Chinese Feast of the Dead—Carious Cere* 
monies at ir California Cemetry. 


From tho "San Francisco Alta California,'April 3 
The annual Feast ot the Dead, lostlug some 


three or four days, during which time tbe be- 
lievers iu the Budblat faith—among which ma; 
bo classed tbo whole of our Chinese population 
—pay vieits to the graves of their dead friends, 
bearing testimonials of their affectionate re- 
membrance, commenced this morning, and all 
day long the road leading to Lone Mountain has 
been thronged with carriages tilled with Utic*- 
tial visitor and 
Caucassian novelty-seekers 


Riding out to tke Chinese quarter of tbe cerae- 
try this morniug, wo foutid the ceremonies in 
honor of the dead In full blast, nud the place 
swarming with Celestials, with a fair sprinkling 
of mule nnd female visitors of our own race. 
The cereraoulcs did not appear to partake In 
auy marked degree of ft religious character, but 
seemed like a friendly visit, lunch aud familiar 
chit-chat with the dear departed. Sticks ot pre 
pared iucunee, or "Joss sticks," and red wix 
caudles with Email sticks to hold them up nbove- 
the sand, were burning by the beid of iionrJ> 
every grave and In nnd around 
the open

or temple, auil ita \\od-

Neirly e\ery party, on driving on tho ground, 
would let oU a feu tie jot of lire craikcrB bj w i> 
of announcing to their friends in tbe Spirit Land 
that tb«y wero on liand nud prep.trcd for bue.1 
ness. Then tbciroaat pig, oranges, pieces of 
fresh sugar cnue, and other toothsome <le!IwiU«s 
pruparua for tbu occasion, would be unloaded 
from tbe wagons nud n nine spicad, or lay out, 
would bu arranged nt ciicli gtave or Iu the non- 
descript enclosures which lor want of a better 
name, we call temples. 
After the Bpicndtmd 


been arranged rows of tiuy porccluio cups would 
be set down on tbe siuid aud poured full of Barn- 
shoo, or otbcr alcoholic or vluloua liquor. Alter 
a few mluutes a lire would be kiudlcd, nnd bas 
kets of equaro, v*rl colored paper would bo 
burned, tho eatables would be packed up again 
and put back In the wngous, tho liquor would bo 
turned on tho tire or on the ground, and the 
Joss sticks and candles lighted aud loft burning. 
Then a woman would take up a ban ill ul of pale 
straw colored squares of paper,-each with a bit 
of gold foil fastened iu the centre, and twlrilug 
them dextrously 111 her band so as to ariange 
tbe us in the form of a Catherine wheel, as a 
Caucasian sport will sometimes arrange a deck 
of cards, fling them Into the air. sending them 
fluttering uwny on tho wind for many rods. 
The whole cemetery all around 
tho Chi- 


nese quarter is full of those little squares of gilt 
paper, and whatever \lrlmj they may possess 
will be tamely shared by ttie occupants of the 
L'ottor's Field of our own race, whose graves are 
strewn wltb them as the ground iu a forest Is 
strcwcn with autum leaves. The visitors would 
then walk around for a short time, cbnt, laugh, 
aud exchange congratulations with their living 
friends, ..mi then rldonway to the city, nppurcnt- 
ly in tbe best ot humor with themselves and tbu 
rest of ini.nl.ind. All tbo Celestials come and 
go In carriages, tho ilch merchants In Hie coitll 
eat hack to be hired at tho I'laza, and tlii, jjuuio 
cl .88611 in humbler style, but all In vehicles o, 
Rome kind. In a hade drawn by two lino grnya 
wltb silver mounted harness, you would suo four 
opulent merchant* tu ttwk A'ttundfty'e best," 
•inoktugcigars and evidently enjoying them- 
selves thoroughly, and next to them would come 
un express wagon, loaded with common labor 
ers, who clubbed together, and by riding a dozen 
In one conveyance managed to keep the txpuiwe 
withln| their means, while a third would be tilled 
with women of the public class only. And tbe 
offerings they brought to plei.no their ilcad trlon ds 
wero of like divers character. Behind tbe carriages 
ot the rich men would come n wogon loaded 
with delicacies of tbe costliest description— 
hogs roasted entire, and provisions by whole 
wfle, while tho poor cigar maker, washerwoman, 
or tbo peddler of fruit tnd. vegetables, would 
humbly bear in his hands a few trflcs such as hln 
means | would justify him in purchasing. Alt 
were in carriages, but in a day or two after thu 
first rush 1» over, tho poorest laborers and rag- 
pickers will bo scon darting out. In parties of 
Jialf a doren, carrying in their hands some little 
trifles, perhaps purchased wltb the hard earnings 
of weeks, to plnco by the graves of the loved 
friends gone before. 


We saw nothing of any priests, or any signa 


of regular rcllirioui ceremonies, nnd tin* occa- 
sion is probably looked upon by the Chinese In 
somewhat tho strae light as that in widen the 
gay Purisians regard their anual visit to r»*t la 
Chtnte, and their decoration of ihe graves ot 
their dead with flowers. The sight altogether is 
not an unpleasant one, nor one calculated to 
make us think less kindly of a people who 
showed such veneration for the memory of their 
dead, grotesque nod, to us, outlandish as the 
demonstration in Ita particular form may seem.

Tlte British Victory IB Ablwliili. 


Tlie New York Haralfi special, dated Mujda- 


lla, April l!)tli, gives the following details of the 
capture of the great fortress: A truce which 
bad been sxrecd on .between General Napier 
terminated at an early hour this morning. Im- 
mediately after Its termination, Ihc King not 
having surrendered the captives, Major-Gcncral 
Napier placed himself ut the b'ead of the llrst 
aud second brigades of hit army, and moved up 
the hill toward the fortress as lar as Shtlluaie. 
This portion of the strong works was surrender- 
on to Napier by the. chiefs iu command, after a 
brisk altack, In which the African troops were 
defeated. 


King. Theodorus, observing tbe English adl 


vance and its first fruits, retreated into tbe cen- 
tre of the Magdala works, on tlie plateau, bavins 
irst planted five o( his guns at the base. 
When 


General Napiw came iu sight, with bis brigades, 
tbe Kluii'. artillerymen opened on the advance 
willi these guus'lu presence of Theorodus. The 
Biitish replied immediately witb their 13-pouniler 
Armstrong guns, throwing rockets in Ihe place. 
After enduring this flre a short time, Theoilorua 
abandoned his guns, nud still rctrialing inward, 
barricaded the sally ports and commanded a lire 
of musketry from his gates and wall dcfensco.

General Napiei hulled his advance and 
commenced i bombirilmc'ut ol their works. Thu 
bombardment wab continued during a space oi 
three hours.

Some poisons 
siy be was killed during oue of the battles, others 
luclinc to the opinion that he committed suicide 
when hu lonnd tl'C fortuue of_thc day against 
him. The King's body, wns iccognUed among 
the killed and wounded by tlio British captives 
wbeu released.

Napier, and all the Euiopcan prlboners held bj 
tlluii deceased father set free.
